2.  Although  ve  did  not  perforn  a thorough  Investigation,  since  your 
report  la  over  thirty  days  old,  ve  do  feel  that  you  possibly  observed 
a balloon. 

3*  There  have  been  numerous  cases  of  plastic  clothes  bags  being  used 
to  aaite  hot  air  balloons.  The  balloon  is  usually  seen  as  a gloving, 
translucent  object,  usually  vhite,  red  or  yellov  in  color.  The  balloon 
usually  stays  aloft  from  five  to  fifteen  minutes  and  vhen  the  candles 
bum  dova  to  the  balsa  platform  (usual  method  of  production)  the 
light  goes  dovn  or  out  and  pieces  of  fiery  balso  can  be  seen  to  fall.
